CSULB student gets

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No budget 
cuts, CSU 
still may 
struggle 


Tax increases would 
prevent cuts to next 
year’s CSU budget.

Gov. Jerry Brown’s 2012-13 budget 
plan calls for no change in state sup- 
port to the Cal State University but a 
$200 million budget cut is still possible 
if voters don’t approve a state tax in- 
crease this November. 

After a $750 million reduction in 
state support this academic year, the 
CSU raised undergraduate tuition by 
$498 starting next fall, but CSU of- 
ficials say the university will struggle 
even if it doesn’t face the additional 
$200 million budge cut. 

According to Erik Fallis, a CSU 
spokesman, the 23-campus system 
faces increased costs in energy, retire- 
ment plans and health care costs. 

“We are developing various budget- 
ary scenarios to get us through at least 
the fall [semester],” President F. King 
Alexander said. “We are held hostage 
in many ways and determining what is 
necessary to get us through next year 
since so much is dependent on the No- 
vember referendum.” 

If approved, the November refer- 
endum would raise income taxes on 
those earning more than $250,000 and 
increase the state sales tax, bringing in 
additional yearly revenue of approxi- 
mately $7 billion. 

Brown’s budget plan represents a 
shift in state support to higher educa- 
tion. The proposed $2 billion allocated 
to the CSU for 2012-2013 is the lowest 
level of funding in the last 15 years, ac- 
cording to Fallis. 

“The government has ignored the 
CSU’s request to restore funding, ac- 
cess and student success,” Alexander 
said. “There has been no acknowledge- 
ment that this has damaged education- 
al opportunities for students.” 

But as state support continues to 
be dramatically reduced, the CSU has 
continued to approve tuition increases.

Yellow caution tape surrounded 
several University Art Museum sculp- 
tures sprinkled throughout campus 


during last semester’s finals week and 
a notice to remove artwork was posted 
in front of each sculpture. 

The notice stated that the sculptures 
were to be removed and either relocat- 
ed or demolished in order to “achieve 
aesthetic. consistency” throughout the 
California State University campuses. 
It also said that the artwork would be 


replaced by statues of CSU presidents 
in order to commemorate their contri- 
butions to the CSU. 

A Yahoo email address for the CSU 
Coalition for the Arts was the only 
form of contact listed on the notice, 
and a quick Internet search provided 
no information regarding the exis- 
tence of this coalition. That’s because 
it doesn’t exist, and there was never an 
official plan to remove the UAM sculp- 
tures at all. Z 

A group of four students in an intro- 


duction to sculpture class conducted 
the experiment. 

“We tried to think of something 
constructive, annoying and noticeable 
that would get people’s attention,” said 
Maximillian Piras, recent studio art 
graduate and member of the group. 

Most of the emails that were sent 
were to see why the current UAM stat- 
ues were a problem and how statues of 
CSU presidents would be a better re- 
placement. Other emails simply asked 
for facts about the notice, and its legiti- 


macy. 

“[ We] realized it would be construc- 
tive in terms of gauging a reaction of 
student body and staff,” he said. 

The reactions were overwhelmingly 
against the removal of the sculptures. 
However, the quantity of responses 
was not as large as expected. 

“T believe [the sculptures] go unno- 
ticed every day when people walk by 
them,” said Anthony Pacheco, another 
member of the group and senior graph- 
ic design major.

Reading for fun may seem like an 
oxymoron for some, but one study 
claims that a surprisingly large amount 
of students actually view reading as an 
unattainable luxury. 

Concerned that leisure reading 
was becoming a nonexistent activ- 
ity among youth, librarians Barbara 
Fister and Julie Gilbert recently con- 
ducted a survey at Gustavus Adolphus 
College in Minnesota. 

According to the study, 93 percent 
of 717 student participants said they 
enjoy reading for pleasure, but find 
it difficult to set aside time to do so 
with their demanding school and work 
schedules. 

“T really liked to read when I was 
younger and even in high school, but 
now I’m so busy that I never get the time 
to read anything but textbooks and re- 
quired material, which is sometimes OK 
but is still not for fun,” Cal State Long 
Beach freshman Amy Johnson said. 

Johnson said it was still hard to 
make time to read during the winter 
break, between balancing the holidays 
with family and work schedules. 

However, when Johnson does find 
some free time, she said she tries to 
find books to read. 

“I like to look for classics because 
I know they’re going to be good, like 


“Heart of Darkness’ or ‘One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo’s Nest,’” Johnson said. “I 
really like ‘Lord of the Flies’ — books 
with slightly demented themes.” 

Jessie Rellosa, a sophomore nursing 
major, said he loves to read everything, 
whether it be romance, fantasy, fiction 
or nonfiction novels — or even text- 
books — but the author he likes to read 
the most is Stephen King. 

“Even though I always have so 
much to study, I try my best to read lei- 
surely on the weekends,” Rellosa said. 

Rellosa also volunteers many hours 
at a hospice near his local city of Bell- 
flower, where he acts as a companion

Mid-year transfers 
prove difficult, but 
rewarding.

After several years at Long 
Beach City College and meticulous- 


- ly completing required coursework, 


George Alvarado can now say he is 
a 49er. 

Alvarado is one of the 1,150 stu- 
dents transferring this spring semes- 
ter to Cal State Long Beach. Although 
transferring to a new school during 
the fall semester can be tough, trans- 
ferring halfway through the academic 
year can pose challenges of its own. 

Alvarado wanted to transfer to 
CSULB in the fall of 2011, but he had 
to stay at LBCC to complete one re- 
quired math class. Like most universi- 
ties in the Cal State system, CSULB 
requires transfer students to complete 
a minimum of 60 transferable units 
with 30 units satisfying the general ed- 
ucation requirements before applying. 

“Everything is fast-paced here,” 
said Alvarado, an aerospace engi- 
neering major. 

Alvarado attended the required 
Student Orientation, Advising and 
Registration (SOAR) orientation dur- 
ing the winter break, along with other 
transfer students. He had hoped the 
orientation would make his transition 
easier but he said it did not help and 
it was not as personalized as he had 
wanted. 

Transfer student Nic Cohn, a nurs- 
ing major, said he feels more comfort- 
able with his transition because he is 
older. 

“['m not 18, I’m 43, and as you 
get older you adjust to these kinds of 
things,” Cohn said. 

Cohn received a bachelor’s degree

from the University of California, 
Santa Barbara and was working as a 
research chemist for a pharmaceutical 
company when he was laid off in 2009. 
He decided to go back to school to find 
a new career and began taking classes 
at LBCC in order to fulfill the require- 
ments to transfer to a university. 

“It’s been such a crazy long road,” 
Cohn said. 

He said he feels prepared now and 
also plans to be more involved in 
school activities. Cohn has already 
joined the California Nursing Student 
Association and said he wants to meet 
people and make new contacts. 

Many resources and activities are 
available on campus to help students 
adjust. Transfer students wanting to 
get involved or find out more about 
organizations and clubs on-campus 
can attend Week of Welcome this se- 
mester Jan. 30 through Feb. 2. 

The Transfer Student Association, 
formed in September of 2011, orga- 
nizes mixers and activities to connect 
transfer students with each other. 

CSULB enforces a competitive 
admissions process for transfers and 
only admits upper division transfer 
students. According to Marie Alfred, 
admissions director at CSULB, the 
university received 4,600 transfer ap- 
plications for the spring 2012 semes- 
ter and 1,300 were admitted.

Like Tran, freshman David Her- 
nandez appreciates Parkside’s more 
secluded feel and is largely uncon- 
cerned with the lack of Wi-Fi or air 
conditioning. 

“T knew [Parkside did not offer 
those amenities] when I requested it, 
but it didn’t matter to me,” he said. 
“The weather’s nice here, and I don’t

Tax increase or not, though, the CSU 
is pushing harder to increase state fund- 
ing and is working with the California 
State Student Association and the Aca- 
demic Senate, Fallis said. 

“The only way the budget will get 
better is if we speak of the importance of 
higher education,” Fallis said. “We need 
to make sure that Sacramento hears the 
united voice of the CSU. community.”

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It’s been a whirlwind of sadness for 
the Paterno family over the past few 
months. Since long-time Penn State 
football coach Joe Paterno was fired 

from-his

ber after 
being tied to a child sex abuse scandal, 
the grief has kept piling up. Paterno — 
was diagnosed with a treatable form of 
lung cancer only weeks after his dis- _ 
missal, but his condition worsened over 
the next couple months until he lost the 
battle on January 22. 

Some argue that Paterno was the 
greatest coach in college sports his- 
tory, and in some instances they are 
right. Paterno coached the team for 46 
years and holds the record for the most 
victories in NCAA Division I Football 
Subdivision with 409. In Paterno’s 
tenure, he managed to kick start over 
250 NFL football careers. Many others 
would say Paterno was a great influence 
on their life outside of football as well. 

However, even with all the success 
Paterno had throughout his years it’s 
important to realize that the legendary 
coach was still just a man. A man who 
had to make decisions outside of the 
playbook that would affect both his life 
and the lives of others who were more 
vulnerable than him. 

There are few crimes more difficult 
to defend than sexual abuse of children. 
There have been many accused of ; 
committing these acts, whether they’re 
found guilty or not, who have had their 
legacies tainted. Michael Jackson was 
accused of child sex abuse multiple 
times throughout his life and it’s safe 


to say that even after his death his legacy was still tarnished. Also, 
the trust in the Catholic Church has been greatly stressed since 


their own child sex abuse cover-up. 


However, Paterno was never directly involved in the act of child 
sex abuse. He was fired because he never reported the allegations 
against the former Penn State assistant coach Jerry Sandusky after 
he was arrested and charged. Sandusky’s disgusting behavior had 
been known to taken place in the locker room for years, yet Paterno 
and the rest of his staff never mentioned it to their superiors. This is

It’s however extremely unfair to say Paterno deserved this to 


Those defending Paterno would say that he had a lapse in judg- 
ment when it came to not reporting Sandusky. Others argue that 
Paterno was forced to fall on his own sword when-Penn State made 
the decision to fire him because it was the only way the school 
could make it look like they were moving in the right direction. 
However, Paterno was an 85-year-old man, with much wisdom 
and knowledge behind him. For Paterno to make a decision as ill- 
thought out as this one means that even a well-respected coach can 


happen to him. It was a coincidence for Paterno’s health to deterio- 
rate as quickly as it did following the scandal and his termination. 
But of course at the age of 85 everyone’s health is fragile. 5

Pro-life Super Bowl commercial is unnecessarily gruesome 


After a pair. of knuckle-biter games, the New 
York Giants and New England Patriots are headed 
to the Super Bowl. The Super Bowl means some- 
thing different to everyone. For some, it’s the 
pinnacle of sports. For others it’s a time to pig out 
on junk food and wait for commercials. 

This year, the price for a 30-second ad spot 
during the big game was $3.5 million and with 
prices running that steep, we’re sure to be in for 
some good stuff. But for every movie teaser and 
heartwarming mini-Vader Volkswagen spot, 
we’re bound to see an ad that’s just plain bad, and 
sometimes downright offensive. 

This year, leading the charge in controversial 
ads is Randall Terry, a pro-lifer and little-known 
Democratic presidential candidate. Terry’s cam- 
paign ad will show pictures of aborted fetuses 
in order to illustrate what’s happened under 
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“Obama’s policies” and will run in Oklahoma, 
Colorado, Kentucky and Missouri. The FCC 
generally doesn’t allow ads to run such graphic 
material, but networks aren’t allowed to alter 
candidate’ads, so it’ll run as is. 

No matter where you fall on the pro-life/pro- 
choice spectrum, Terry’s ad seems unnecessarily 
gruesome and I don’t see the point 
of it at all. Airing in places like 
Oklahoma and Kentucky seems 
pointless as Terry will just be 
preaching to the choir. 

Those states already lean pro-life so there isn’t 
much to accomplish in running the ad there. It’II 
reinforce their beliefs, sure, but abortion rights 
are such a hot-button issue, there’s no way to be 
in-between. You either believe women have the 
right to abortions or you don’t. 
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But, consider the alternative. Running a 
graphic pro-life ad in California wouldn’t accom- 
plish much either. California is considerably more 
liberal than states in the Midwest. 

A far left Democrat isn’t going to see an ad 
like Terry’s and change his or her beliefs. There 
would maybe be some controversy at first, but 
eventually we’d forget about it 
and move on. 

People have strong opinions

As Californians, we won’t see the ad during the 
game and I guess that saves us from any potential 
controversy and drama the ad will cause. I don’t 
consider myself someone who gets offended eas- 
ily, but using images of aborted fetuses is going a 
little too far. 

I will admit running this ad during the Super 
Bowl is a great idea for the basically unknown 
Terry. Using a shocking commercial for the year’s 
biggest audience is a great way to get your name 
out there and make people remember you. But, 
there’s nothing to be gained from using shock- 
tactics to prove your point.

“Orson’s Shadow” 
portrays Orson 
Welles’ struggle to 
produce another hit 
after “Citizen Kane.”

Alive Theater at the Long Beach 
Playhouse takes the audience back to 
1960 in “Orson’s Shadow,” a play based 
on the way actors, directors and critics 
interact in the theater industry. 

After the success of his first film, Or- 
son Welles (Robert Edward), director 
and actor in “Citizen Kane,” finds him- 
self in the downfall of his career. He di- 
rects an almost ridiculous French play, 
“Rhinoceros,” after being persuaded by 
the British critic, Kenneth Tynan (Jona- 
than Lewis). Orson is hesitant because 
of the play’s strange plot about people 
transforming into rhinoceroses, and 
also because of Laurence Olivier (Tim 
Thorn), the leading actor he is forced to

work with. Both Orson and Laurence 
take up the stage with their battle of 
wits and works of art. 

“Rhinoceros” takes place at the Royal 
Court Theater in London. The audience 
gets the chance to see what artists are 
forced to endure during rehearsal time 


aside from acting: arguments, competi- ° 


tive fights and a lot of repetition. 

Although Orson had created one of 
the “most greatest American films of all 
time,” as Kenneth describes, it was re- 
leased almost 20 years prior. Laurence’s 
impressive success is more current with 
plays like “Entertainer,” which he con- 
stantly rubs in Orson’s face with his 
exuberant demeanor. 

Along with Orson, two women who 
come in and out of Laurence’s life are 
his manic depressive wife, Vivien 
Leigh (Cassie Vail Yeager), and his love

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interest, Joan Plowright (Ashley: Allen). 

Viven resembles Scarlett O’ Hara in 
a royal blue dress, eye make-up, and her 
sweet, innocent voice. Viven is a character 
who is insane and has constant episodes 
that stop Laurence from leaving her. 

Edward uses his profound voice to 
captivate the anger and frustration felt 
by Orson during this hectic production. 
In the beginning of the play, Orson is 
behind the backstage curtain and Ken- 
neth speaks to him as if he is in another 
room. The audience can hear his strong, 
deep voice, such as in his 1938 broad- 
cast of “War of the Worlds.” 

Other actors, such as Allen, have the 
dialect and tone similar to actors of the 
1960s-era — proper, profound and pre- 
cise. Allen has a soft and subtle tone, 
similar to Audrey Hepburn. 

Narrating the play is critic Kenneth, 
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Jami JOHNSON 


who sporadically breaks the fourth wall 
throughout the play with humorous and 
ironic lines about the theater industry. 
In the first act, he describes how plays 
tend to use annoying and untalented 
tactics to reveal the history of charac- 
ters. For example, he imitates a maid 
answering the phone and telling an en- 
tire story simply to catch the audience 
up to the plot. 

Filled with comedic witty arguments 
and comments that make the actors want 
to pull their hair out, “Orson’s Shadow” 
will run Fridays and Saturdays at 8 p.m. 
and Sundays at 2 p.m. until Feb. 5 at the 
Long Beach Playhouse’s Studio Theater, 
located at 5021 E. Anaheim St. Tick- 
ets are $20 for general admission and 
$15 for students and seniors, or $10 for 
groups of 10 or more.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team came into this season with 
‘ one thing on its mind — redemption. 

Losing to UC Santa Barbara in the 
last two Big West Conference tourna- 
ment championship games has cost this 
squad its primary goal: a NCAA tour- 
nament berth. 

With the return of the senior core 
of Casper Ware, Larry Anderson, T.J. 
Robinson and Eugene Phelps, along 
with the addition of the long, athletic 
junior college transfer James Ennis, the 
‘Niners have been garnering a consid- 
erable amount of national attention. 

LBSU is hoping that with its dif 
ficult non-conference schedule, they 
can attain an invite to “The Big Dance” 
without needing to win the Big West 
tournament, but an at-large bid is not 
guaranteed. 

As of now, LBSU is ranked 41st in 
the country in the Ratings Percent- 
agé Index (RPI). RPI is made up of a 
teams winning percentage (25 percent), 
its opponents’ winning percentage (50 
percent) and the winning percentage of 
the teams that LBSU’s opponents have 
played (25 percent). 

The ‘Niners have played one of the 
toughest schedules in the nation so far 
this’ season. Including games on the 
road against then No. 9-ranked Pitts- 
burgh, No. 13 San Diego State, No. 7 
North Carolina, No. 5 Kansas, then No. 
6 Louisville, then No. 15 Xavier and 
No. 22 Kansas State. 

The 49ers opponents average win 
total from the 2010-11 season is 26.2, 
and at the completion of this season, the 

‘Niners will have played eight teams 
who had 20 or more wins last year and 


six teams who made an appearance in 
the 2011 NCAA tournament. 
Unfortunately for LBSU, a few of 


the highly touted opponents it has faced 


have since dropped out of the top-25 
rankings. 

The win over Pitt doesn’t look as 
good on paper now as it did on Nov. 16. 
The recent struggles of the Panthers, 
who dropped out of the top-25 rankings 
and now hold a record of just 11-9 over- 
all and 0-7 in Big East Conference play, 
have put a damper on the magnitude of 
the victory. 

What would have been the ‘Niners 
best win, may no longer be consid- 
ered as such in the éyes of the NCAA 
selection committee members when it 


comes down to deciding whether The. 


Beach will be. on the receiving end of 
an at-large bid. 

The victory over Pitt should ‘not 
be considered to be watered-down, 
though. At the time, the Panthers were 
the No. 9 team in the nation. LBSU 
waltzed into the Petersen Events Center 
and ended Pitt’s 58-game home win- 
ning streak against non-conference op- 
ponents. ; ; 

The 49ers second best win came 
against then No.15-ranked Xavier in 
the first round of the Diamond Head 
Classic. The Musketeers were missing 
one of their two top scorers in junior 
guard Mark Lyons due to suspension, 
but they did have their best all-around 
player, senior guard Tu Holloway. 
LBSU downed the Musketeers by 
10-points, 68-58. 

Another win that the selection com- 
mittee should keep in mind was Sat- 
urday’s throttling of conference-foe 
UC Santa Barbara — the team who 
has kept this squad out of March Mad- 
ness the past two years. The ‘Niners 
silenced the Thunderdome en route to a 
71-48 pummeling of the Gauchos. 

If good losses do exist, LBSU has 
some premium ones. . : 

The 49ers dropped a close overtime 
decision to now No. 13 SDSU at Viejas 
Arena. The Beach had ‘the Aztecs on 
the ropes, but was unable to deliver the 
knockout punch in the waning minutes, 
which led to a four-point loss. 

Next, LBSU faced the daunting task 
of beating then No. 6 Louisville at the 
KFC YUM! Center. The Cardinals are 
12-2 at home this season, but battled 
with The Beach throughout the contest 
before taking control at the end of the 
game to take the 13-point win. 

The ‘Niners then traveled to No. 5 
Kansas in early December to do battle 
with the Jayhawks. Again, LBSU gave 
a perennial top program all they could 
handle, losing by only eight points, 88-80. 

The Beach nearly clipped No. 7 
North Carolina on the road as well. The 
49ers held a five-point lead at halftime, 
and hung tough with the Tar Heels 
throughout the second period. Carolina 
was just too much in the end, defeating 
the ‘Niners 84-78.

In the championship game of “the 
Diamond Head Classic, the ‘Niners lost 
to No. 22 Kansas State. The Wildcats 
were 9-| at that point, and coming off 
four straight victories before beating the 
‘Niners, 77-60, to make it five in a row. 

The overwhelming smudge on the 
‘Niners resume this season is the loss at 
Montana. LBSU held a six-point half- 
time lead, but were unable to close the 
deal in front of a hostile Grizzly crowd. 

The good news for the 49ers is that 


Pitt and Louisville may have already 
hit rock bottom. If the Panthers and 
Cardinals are able to recapture some of 
their early season form and knock off a 
top Big East opponent, LBSU can only 
benefit from it. 

Another way LBSU can earn a 
NCAA tourney berth is to run the table 
in the Big West regular season. While 
it’s not a top conference in the nation, 
it still offers quality opponents. The 
‘Niners are off to a good start so far, 
amassing a 7-0 mark going into this 
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weekend’s games. 

The parity of college basketball this 
season will also help The Beach. The 
only undefeated team is No. 11 Murray 
State. The teams who are considered to 
be the cream of the crop also have a bad 
loss (or two) to their names. 

When it’s time to decide whether 
or not the 49ers-are deserving of an 
at-large bid, the selection committee 
should keep in mind that the top-ranked 


teams are not the only ones handing out 


the beatings.

The pair of ‘Niners 
led their respective 
teams to two victories 
last week.

Both the Long Beach State men’s and 
women’s basketball teams had a player 
earn Big West Conference Player of the 
Week — senior guard Casper Ware and 
senior forward Tipesa Moorer, respec- 
tively. 

Ware was given the award after lead- 
ing the 49ers to two road wins last week 
over Cal Poly San Luis Obispo and UC 
Santa Barbara. This is his third selec- 
tion the season, and the fifth of his ca- 
reer. 

The senior scored a career-high 30 
points on 9 of 12 from the field, includ- 
ing 5 of 6 from 3-point range. Ware’s 
22 second half points led the ‘Niners 
78-69 come-from-behind win over Cal 
Poly. He also handed out three assists

and grabbed two steals. 

Ware scored an efficient 14 points on 
5 of 10 shooting, while dishing out five 
assists in the 49ers 71-48 victory over 
UCSB on Saturday. The senior guard 
made his presence felt on the defen- 
sive end as well, shutting down the Big 
West’s fifth leading scorer, Gaucho se- 
nior James Nunnally. 

Coming into the matchup with 
LBSU, Nunnally was averaging 16.1 
points per game. Ware’s constant defen- 
sive pressure held Nunnally to just five 
points on 1-for-7 from the field. 

In the two wins combined, Ware av- 
eraged 22 points, four assists, and 2.5 
rebounds, while connecting on 14 of 22 
from the field (63.6 percent), and 9 of 13 
(69.2 percent) from behind the arc. 

The senior continues to make his 
case as one of the best point guards 
in the country, averaging 17 points on 
40.7 percent shooting, while dishing 
out 3.2 assists and 2.5 rebounds per 
contest. 

Moofer earned her first Big West 
Player of the Week honor, and it is 
the second for the women’s team after 
freshman Lauren Spargo garnered the 
honor on Dec. 19. 

The senior led the “Niners with 14 
points on 6 of 12 shooting, including 2 
of 3 from 3-point range in a 46-34 win 
over UCSB. She also pulled down 4 
rebounds, helping LBSU snap a three- 
game losing streak. 

In a highly anticipated matchup 
against the nation’s third-leading scor- 
er, Kristina Santiago and Cal Poly, 
Moorer poured in 16 points on 6 of 11 
from the field. She also sank two clutch 
free throws down the stretch the seal 
the 74-67 ‘Niners victory. 

Moorer averaged 15 points on 52.2 
percent shooting (12 of 23) and four 
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Senior guard Casper Ware earned his third Big West Conference Player of the Week selection. 


The senior forward was also named 
College Sports Madness Big West play- 
er of the Week.
